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POLICEMAN SHOOTS ROBBER, 
CAPTURES HIS COMPANION 


Walks in on Attempt by Pair to Hold Up 
Restaurant at 1331 Lucas 
Ave. 


One robber was shot and seri- 
ously wounded and another cap- 
tured in an attempted holdup at 
the New Fashion Restaurant, 1331 
Lucas avenue, at 3:45 o’clock this 
afternoon. 

Charles Zubiena, proprietor, and 
a customer were in the public por- 
tion of the cafe when the robbers 
entered. Lawrence Davis, cook, 
and two other men were in the 
kitchen at the back. The robbers, 
one of whom flourished a revolver, 
commanded al} five to throw up 
their hands, then made them stand 
against a wall in the kitchen with 
their hands in the air. 


The unarmed robber. ordered 
Zubiena to return to the front room 
and open the cash register, ad- 
joining the kitchen partition. Zu- 
biena complied and the man start- 
ed to take out money, putting it 


in a newspaper. Just then Patrol- 
man Chester Miller, detailed to 
guard clothing factories in the vi- 
cinity during labor trouble, passed 
and concluded circumstances indi- 
cated a holdup was in progress. 

As Miller darted in, Zubiena 
cried, “Stick up!” The policeman 
drew his revolver and ordered the 
robber at the register to put up his 
hands. The other robber started 
out of the kitchen, leveling his re- 
volver at Miller. Miller fired once, 
at a distance of 12 feet, and shot 
this man in the chest. 

The other robber ran out. Zu- 
biena threw a plate at him. Then 
Davis, seizing the fallen man’s re- 
volver, and Zubiena pursued the 
fleeing man, 
They ran west in Lucas and north 
in Fourteenth street. Harry Pohrer, 
3840 Missouri avenue, who was at 
a gasoline station at Fourteenth 
and Lucas, joined the chase. He 
and Davis caught the robber half 
a block north.

17 Men Destroy Granite City 
Cottage Where Widow and 
5 Children Lived. 


A crowd of men armed with axes 
and pinchbars last night wrecked a 
frame cottage in Granite City from 
which a widow and her five chil- 
dren were evicted last Monday. 

According to neighbors, 17 men 
formed the wrecking crew, which 
smashed windows, pulled out the 
plumbing, chopped holes in floors 
and walls and stood the back porch 
on end. The destruction was com- 
pleted in half an hour without po- 
lice interference. 


Mrs. Mary Butler and her five 
children were put out of the two- 
room house at 2205 Ohio avenue 
after living there six years. Mrs. 
Butler formerly owned the prop- 
erty, but lost it by foreclosure and, 
according to the agent for the own- 
er, had lived there free for three 
years. Recently the owner, Miss 
Violet Holsinger, former school 
teacher, had a chance to trade the 
place, and requested the Butlers to 
move. 

Mrs. Butler refused to get out, al- 
though the agent says she was of- 
fered her choice of three other 
homes rent free. The constable 
who executed the eviction order 
said he offered her a four-room 
place free. She refused the offer, 
he said, and, after her furniture 
had been put on the sidewalk, she 
and her family were taken into the 
home of Alderman Gilbert. 

The City Council last Monday 
night adopted a resolution con- 
demning evictions. Mayor Jen- 
nings, explaining that the city 
had no funds to take care of evict- 
ed persons, was quoted to the ef- 
fect that he would resign his office 
before ordering police to scenes of 
disturbance resulting from _ evic- 
tions.

Hundreds of Shots Fired in Clash at 
Frick Co. Mine. 

PITTSBURGH, Oct. 6.—Another 
fatality, the second in three months, 
was recorded in the Pennsylvania 
strike area yesterday as an increas- 
ing number of steel workers took 
their places beside striking soft 
coal miners in picket lines. 

Not many hours after a bystand- 
er had been slain and 20 persons 
wounded and injured in a clash 
between pickets and deputies at an 
Ambridge, Pa., steel plant yester- 
day, two deputies were shot in a 


' renewed outburst of violence in the 


Fayette County coal fields. Twe 
of several hundred shots fired in 
a fight between pickets and non- 
union miners inflicted flesh wounds 
on the deputies, Frank Gray and 
George Bailey of Uniontown, as 
they lay asleep in a house in an 
H. C. Frick Coke Co. “company 
town.” 
Second Outbreak at Mines. 

The outbreak occurred at the 
Frick company’s Colonial Mine No. 
3, at Rowe’s Run, where one striker 
was slain and several score wound- 
ed in the early stages of the strike 
strife which has tied up coal pro- 
duction for many weeks and now 
threatens steel’s output. 

Houses in the company “patch”— 
as the “company town” is called— 
were peppered by bullets and shot- 
gun charges as pickets lining the 
road leading to the mine sought to 
prevent non-union miners from 
entering. 

Shots pierced automobiles in 
which the workers were riding and 
the fight ended only with the ar- 
rival of Staté police who dispersed 
the crowd and arrested three pick- 
ets, Thomas Cullen, Grover Jones 
and Joe Hozinsky, all Frick miners 
on “holiday.” 

The man killed in the Ambridge 
rioting, in front of the gates of the 
Spang-Chalfant Seamless Tube Co.'s 
plant, was Adam Petesuski, 42 
years old, an Ambridge confection- 
er who had left his home “to see 
the fun.” 

Tear Gas Used at Ambridge. 

The firing, clubbing and tear 
gassing at Ambridge started after 
pickets refused to comply with a 
Sheriff's order to disperse. For half 
an hour the 200 deputies fought 
with a picket line estimated by po- 
lice at 1000. 

Workers continue to picket the 
plants of the Weirton Steel Co. at 
Steubenville, O., and the Carnegie 
Steel Co., at Clairton, Pa., where 
violence burst forth yesterday. 

More than 60,000 of 75,000 striking 
miners remain idle in an effort to 
force recognition of the United 
Mine Workers by subsidiaries of the 
United States Steel Corporation. 
Two thousand more miners were re- 
ported to have returned to work 
yesterday, but only a few of these 
braved the picket lines again this 
morning.

MUSSOLINI’S FRIEND 
ACCUSED OF SELLING 
MILITARY SECRETS 


Donato Battelli, Schoolmate of 
Premier, in Prison in Rome 
Since Sept. 2. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, Oct. 6.—Donato Battelli, 
schoolmate and friend of Premier 
Mussolini, has been held in prison 
since Sept. 2, it was disclosed last 
night, on charges of complicity in a 


spy plot. 
Battelli, who was given the title 


of Commendatore by the order of 
Mussolini, was arrested in Venice 
and lodged in the Regina Coeli pris- 
on here in Rome, held at the dispo- 


sition of the general staff of the 
Ministry of Marine. Not even rela- 
tives have been allowed to see him. 

The specific charges, it is report 
ed, are that Battelli, through his 
connections with Mussolini, ob- 
tained introductions to military at- 
taches and from them got posses- 
sion of military secrets which he 
sold. He represented himself, it is 
said, to be a leader in the steel in- 
dustry. 

Battelli was a close friend of for- 
mer Deputy Umberto Bianchi, who 
with several others was arrested 
several months ago on charges of 
participating in an espionage plot. 
The roundup of this group followed 
the execution of an Italian warrant 
officer, Ugo Travaglia, for espion- 
age. Battelli owned two villas near 
Cesenatico, close to the Mussolini 
summer home. 


NATIONAL LABOR BOARD 
ORDERS PILOT REINSTATED 


He Had Been Dismissed Allegedly 
for Union Activities on

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—The Na- 
tional Labor Board ruled yesterday 
that Wayne Williams, pilot dis- 
missed by Transcontinental & West- 
ern Air Line allegedly for union 
activities should be reinstated.

JOHNSON STICKS TO RETAIL 
PRICE REGULATION PLAN 


Present Intention Is to Send it to 
President Roosevelt as It 
Stands. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Discuss- 
ing the master retail code with 
newspaper men yesterday, Recov- 
ery Administrator Johnson indicat- 
ed that, unless he changed his mind 
within the next few days, he would 
send the retail code to President 
Roosevelt for approval with the dis- 
puted price section intact. This pro- 
vides that retailers may not sell 
merchandise at less than invoice or 
wholesale price, plus 10 per cent. 

“The economists claim that this 
is a pyramiding price device, but I 
can’t see it,” Johnson said. “I don’t, 
want any pyramiding, of course. 
But the object of this act as I see 
it is to stop cutthroat competition, 
and it seems to me that this is one 
way of doing it.” 

Johnson cited his industrial ex- 
perience as attesting that no retail- 
er can make a profit with an over- 
head of 10 per cent. He intends to 
give all of his aids who have views 
on the situation a chance to express 
them, and unless they alter his atti- 
tude, will recommend the provisions 
to the President. 

He added that the code might be 
held up until next week, when op- 
ponents of the price-regulation plan 
will put their case fully ~ervendly the 
Farm Administration on the whole- 
sale and retail grocery codes, which 
contain similar provisions.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Senator 
Couzens (Rep.), Michigan, charged 
before Senate investigators today 
that some “wise guys unloaded” 
mcre than $11,000,000 of railroad 
stock during the boom in 1929 on 
investment trusts organized by 
Dillon, Read & Co. 

This assertion by the member of 
the stock market inquiry commit- 
tee followed disclosure that invest- 
ments by the trusts in two rail- 


roads, both of which later went inte 
receivership, had depreciated to al- 
most nothing. 

The stock was acquired by joint 
accounts between the trusts and 
Dillon, Read & Co., in 1929, man- 
aged by the latter. 

“Some wise guys must have been 
unloading on you, there is no 
doubt of that,” said Couzens to E, 
B. Tracy, president of the two in- 
vestment trusts. 

Acquiring of Stock. 

The witness had disclosed the 
syndicate operations by which the 
stock was acquired, under close 
questioning by Ferdinand Pecora, 
counsel. 

Tracy's testimony dealt with the 
largest holdings of the United States 
and International Securities Corpor- 
ation, embracing: 

Common stock in the Chicago, 
Rock Island & Pacific Railway Co., 
bought in the open market begin- 
ning in 1929 at a cost of over $5,- 
500,000; and over $5,800,000 common 
stock of the St. Louis & San Fran- 
cisco Railway Co. 

The later market value of the 
first lot was placed at only slightly 
more than $150,000 and that of the 
second lot at less than $43,000. 

Fingering a pencil, Tracy said the 
syndicate operated by Dillon, Read 
& Co., and the United States & In- 
ternational was organized July 13, 
1929, and ended Nov. 12, 1929, to 
deal in stock of the Rock Island. 

“No Harm in It.” 

“Do you think that was a proper 
function for an investment trust?” 
Pecora asked. 

“There was no harm in it,” Tracy 
replied. 

Questioned by Couzens, Tracy 
said he personally had never owned 
stock in either railroad. Asked if 
any other directors of the trusts 
had, Tracy said he believed Charies 
Hayden, a director of the Interna- 
tional, was chairman of the board 
iof the Rock Island. . 

Tracy added that F. H. Ecker, a 
member of the board of one Dillon- 
Read investment trust, was “on the 
Frisco.” 

Conferring almost continuously 
with associates, Tracy said the syn- 
dicate in Rock Island stock showed 
a book loss of about $2,300,000. 

The syndicate bought the stock 
on the theory that the price would 
go up, Tracy explained, but when 
the account was closed the secur- 
ities could have been purchased on 
the market for $2,300,000 less than 
had been paid for them.

Donald Richberg Decides 
Dispute Should Go Be- 


fore Recovery Admin- 
istration and Labor Board 


HE HEARS ALL SIDES 
OF THE CONTROVERSY 


After Conferences at 
Springfield He Says He Is 
Hopeful of Helpful Pro- 
posal—Harrisburg Quiet.

SPRINGFIELD, Il. Oct. 6. — 
After hearing all sides of the Illi- 
nois coal controversy, Donald Rich- 
berg, chief counsel for the National 


Recovery Administration, decided 
to submit the dispute to the Recov- 
ery Administration at Washington 
and to the National Labor Board ‘n 
the hope that a settlement can be 
worked out. 

Richberg’s decision to take the 
Illinois situation before the Gov- 
ernment organization marked the 
first time the Federal Government 
has interested itself directly in any 
way in rival union warfare which 
has been going on in the State’s coal 
fields for more than a year and 
which caused a new outburst of 
violence at Harrisburg yesterday. 

The NRA counsel announced when 
he left a meeting called by Gov. 
Henry Horner and attended by rep- 
resentatives of operators and both 
unions, the United Mine Workers of 
America and Progressive Mines of 
America, that he would return to 
Washington immediately to arrange 
to put the controversy directly up 
to Gen. Hugh Johnson, Administra- 
tor of the Recovery Act, and Sena- 
tor Robert Wagner of New York, 
chairman of the National Labor 
Arbitration Board. 

Richberg made a complete study 
of the situation, conferring private- 
ly earlier in the day with the Gov- 
ernor and Montgomery 8S. Winning, 
Assistant Attorney-General. He said 
he was “somewhat encouraged” 
about the outlook for settlement, 
although he said time would . be 
needed to make the necessary ad- 
justments. 

Hopes for Helpful Proposal. 

“There have been suggestions 
made from which I think we can 
work out a proposal which will be 
helpful,” he said. “I made a gen- 
eral effort to induce all parties to 
take whatever steps tney could to 
prevent a repetition of the out- 
break at MHarrisburg, and they 
promised to do this.” 

Coal industry control, he said, is 
not up to the United States Gov- 
ernment alone, but also to the 
states, whose duty it is to preserve 
order. 

Gov. Horner issued a statement 
in which he said the Recovery Ad- 
ministration through its general 
counsel “has consented to aid in an 
effort to settle the Illinois coal con- 
troversy.” 

After conferring with the Gover- 
nor and Winning, Richberg met the 
rival union heads and the operators 


' separately. 


“Under the NRA,” Richberg said, 
“we have machinery to settle such 
disputes as these and we hope it 
will work. We are here to seek an 
interpretation of the code.” 

Richberg conferred at length with 
William J. Sneed, provisional pres- 
ident of the Illinois District of the 
Uinted Mine Workers of America. 

Among the Conferees. 

Then he met with officers of the 
Illinois Coal Operators’ Association 
and the Coal Producers’ Association 
of Illinois. Members of the first 
group were W. F. Peltier of Chi- 
cago, operating vice-president of 
the Peabody Coal Co.; W. C. Ar- 
gust of Taylorville, district superin- 
tendent for the Peabody company;

Davis of the 130th Infantry, in

Mine No. 43 today that he had been 
instructed not to allow the mine 
to open tomorrow, as planned. 

Col. Davis’ instructions, which 
came from Springfield, were inter- 
preted as meaning that the mine, 
storm center of the strife between 
Progressive Miners and the United 
Mine Workers of America, would 
remain closed until some settle- 
ment of the dispute is reached. 

The mine, which was besieged 
for 13 hours Wednesday night and 
yesterday by 800 armed Progres- 
sives, was under guard of patrols 
from the 350 National Guards 
troops called to duty here yester- 
day. Similarly, the streets of Har- 
risburg were being patroled by 
troops, and few Progresssive Min- 
ers, who predominate in numbers 
over the United Mine Workers in 
this county, were to be seen on the 
square. 

It was learned today that Gov. 
Horner had instructed Col. Davis 
to keep out of Saline County any 
United Mine Workers who attempt 
to go to “Forty-three” from Wil- 
liamson County, where the Peabody 
Coal Co, had intended to draw its 
workers for the projected opening 
yesterday. 

This order, it is understood, will 
remain in effect until the present 
dispute is settled. One of the chief 
reasons for the high feeling among 
Progressives in this county against 
the Peabody Coal Co. is the insist- 
ence of the company on going out- 
side this county for diggers. The 
coal company contends it is bound 
by contract to employ none but 
United Mine Workers, who are in 
the decided minority in Saline 
County. 

All of the 20 persons wounded 
yesterday, either in getting to the 
mine to go to work or in passing 
on the highway while the siege 
was in progress, were reported to- 
day to be recovering. Only three 
were regarded as seriously wound- 
ed.

LEGION PLEDGES nELP 
IN FIGHT ON CRIME 


Committee Named to Find Way 
for Active Participation 
in Campaign.

CHICAGO, Oct. 6.—Members of 
the American Legion are home- 
ward bounc. today from their fif- 
teenth annual convention which 
yesterday elected Edward Hayes, 
42 years old. an attorney of De- 
catur, Ill., as national commander. 


Calling upon the new national 
commander tc appoint a Law and 
Order Committee to study the 
crime problem, the Legion asked 
that this body devise a plan where- 
by it could participate actively in 
the curbing of criminals, on both 
a national and staie basis. 

The anti-crime resolution also 
suggested the appointment of state 
law and order committees to study 
the crime situation in their com- 
munities to report back at the 
next regular conventions of the 
state departments. Legislation both 
state and national, restricting the 
possession of machine guns, “sub- 
machine guns and lethal weapons” 
to the organized military and law 
enforcement forces, was suggested. 


The Legion pledged itself to an 
“unqualified support and aid _ to 
constituted authorities for the pre- 
vention and suppression of crime.” 

Communism was dealt with in a 
resolution calling for the deporta- 
tion of alien Communists, the re- 
fusal of entry of Communists into 
this country, and the enactment of 
laws to punish all persons who “ad- 
vocate the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment.” 

Diplomatic recognition of Russia 
was opposed, as was the extension 
of credit to that Government or its 
agencies. 

The Legion’s rehabilitation pro- 
gram, which requests free Federal 
hospitalization for all veterans, 
even if their ailments have been 
contracted since the war, and its 
policy in favor of strengthening 
the nation’s defense, were also ap- 
proved. 

The new Commander said he 
would stress the rehabilitation pro- 
gram and the building up of the 
defenses of the nation, and added 
that he ptenned to call on Presi- 
dent Roosevelt within the next two 
weeks to lay the Legion's action 
before him, and ask his co-opera- 
tion. In addition he said he 
planned a membership campaign. 


179 OF 669 PRECINCTS REPORT 
ENROLLMENT OF 2325 VOTERS 


Total in Supplementary Registra- 
tion for Nov. 21 Election Ex- 
pected to Be 10,000. 
Reports from 179 of the 669 pre- 
cincts in yesterday’s supplementary 
registration show an enrollment of 
about 2325 voters, or an average of 
13 to a precinct. Chief Clerk Rott- 
mann of the Election Board esti- 
mates total registration at 10,000. 
He believes about the same number 
of voters will be stricken from the 
books in the canvass, so that there 
will be little change from the old 
registration figure of 385,012. 
The registration, which is in pre- 
paration for the speciai bond elec- 
tion of Nov. 21, cost the city about 
$70,000. This means it cost about 
$7 per person for each new voter 
placed on the books. The election 
will cost about $54,000.

TO ASK U.S. FOR 
$300,000 GRANT 


Assistant Engineer Brown 
Makes Public $1,000,000 
Bridge and Grade Separa- 


tion Program. 


Applications for Federal grants of 
about $300,000 to help pay for about 
$1,000,000 in bridges and highway 
grade separations are to be filed 
by the State Highway Commission 


with the Federal Public Works Ad- 
ministration. The first request will 
be for a $65,000 bridge to carry 
State Highway No. 28 over the Gas- 
conade River in Pulaski County. 

This was announced today by 
Carl Brown, assistant chief engi- 
neer of the highway department, 
following disclosure yesterday by 
Hugh Miller, State engineer of the 
Public Works Administration that 
the department intended to seek 
Federal aid. Miller has drawn up a 
tentative program calling for $10,- 
000,000 in grants and loans to the 
highway commission for building 
roads and bridges. 

Miller's announcement was made 
in an address before the Once a 
Month Club of the Chamber of 
Commerce, at Hotel Statler. He 
said the commission’s decision to 
ask for funds resulted from the pro 
vision for a semi-skilled class of 
labor, at a minimum of 65 cents an 
hour, under Public Works Adminis- 
tration code. The commission had 
regarded $1.10 an hour for skilled 
labor as excessive. 

Scott Wilson, chairman of the 
State Highway Commission, sa‘: 
today the commission probabiy 
would seek 30 per cent Feceral 
grants on a construction program 
costing a total of $3,000,C00 to $5,- 
000,000 or more. This would in- 
clude the proposed $1,000%0) pro- 
gram for bridges and grade separa- 
tions, also much paving. 

In some types of road building, 
Wilson declared, the commission 
believed it would be cheaper to pay 


the whole cost out of its own 
funds, rather than obtain 30 per 
cent Federal grants, because its 


labor wage scale has been lower 
than that prescribed on Public 
Works Administration work. How- 
ever, Wilson expressed doubt that 
the lower local wage rates would 
continue long. Wilson and Chief 
Engineer Cutler left today for Mil- 
waukee, Wis., where they will con- 
fer on the program with Federal 
road officials at a meeting of the 
National Association of Highway 
Officials. 
Renews Offer to St. Louis. 

The tentative suggestion of $20, 
000,000 in Federal public works 
funds for St. Louis was made again 
by Miller. He said this might be 
reduced to $11,000,000 after deduc- 
tion of Federal and State undertak- 
ings here, but counseled the city 
not to stop at that sum. Present 
prospects are that the city may ask 
for grants exceeding $2,455,010. 
Last June Mayor Dickmann had 
proposed a $41,986,000 public works 
program, with the aid of Federal 
grants, but the Mayor and Comp- 
troller Nolte are opposed to a bond 
issue to pay for the city’s share. 

“St. Louis should get several 
large projects,” Miller told the club. 
“The Mayor and Comptroller are 
against a bond issue. The Mayor 
has reversed himself once, because 
he announced a $41,000,000 program. 
They think that bonds cannot be 
voted. Gov. Park was in the same 
situation. 
wouldn't vote bonds for State build- 
ings, but various persons have been 
talking to him, and he has recom- 
mended to the Legislature a fair- 
sized bond issue ($15,000,000), which, 
with a Federal grant, will supporta 
$20,000,000 program. 

“If you people of the Chamber 
of Commerce, and others, will go 
to the city and say, ‘We've gotto do 
something with this program,’ they 
might reconsider. St. Louis has 
good credit and can issue bonds. I 
am anxious that Missouri should 
not only get its share of Federal 
money, but do its share.”

Only in This Manner, He 
Declares, Is It Possible to 
Control Traffic in Interest 
of Society.

NEW YORK, Oct. 6.—John D. 
Rockefeller Jr., believes the only 
hope of controlling the Jiquor prob- 
lem after repeal of prohibition lies 
in eliminating the profit motive in 
the liquor traffic. 

He stresses the point in a state- 
ment which will be published as a 
foreword to a report on liquor con- 
trol recently completed by Raymond 
B. Fosdick and Albert L. Scott after 
an eight-month survey sponsored 
by Rockefeller. 

The first aim in a program of 
liquor control, Rockefeller said in 
his statement, is the abolition of 
lawlessness, even if “the immediate 
result is temporarily away from 
temperance.” 

The second aim is temperance— 
“the focusing of all the forces of 
society upon the development of 
self-control and temperance” in the 
use of alcoholic beverages. 

“To develop the habit of temper- 
ance in individuals, to take up 
again the slow march of education 
—this is the real and fundamental 
approach to the problem of alco- 
hol,” Rockefeller said. 


View on Liquor Taxation. 

“The report regards liquor taxa- 
tion, as it should be regarded, pri- 
marily as a helpful factor in for- 
warding these objectives, and only 
incidentally as a means of produc- 
ing income. 

“Another principle which the re- 
port develops is that only as the 
profit motive is eliminated is there 
any hope of controlling the liquor 
traffic in the interest of a decent 
society. To approach the problem 
from any other angle is only to 
tinker with it and to insure failure. 
This. point cannot be too heavily 
stressed.” 

One of the principles stressed in 
the liquor control study, he added, 
“is that law must always be the ar- 
ticulate organ of the desires of liv- 
ing men. Men cannot be made good 
by force. In the end, intelligent law- 
making rests on the knowledge or 
estimate of what will be obeyed. 
Law does not enforce itself.” 

Believes in Total Abstinence. 

Rockefeller, who like his father is 
a teetotaler, said it is his earnest 
conviction that “total abstinence is 
the wisest, best and safest position 
for both the individual and society. 
But the regrettable failure of the 
eighteenth amendment has demon- 
strated the fact that the majority 
of the people of this country are 
not yet ready for total abstinence, 
at least when it is attempted 
through legal coercion. 

“The next best thing—many peo- 
ple think it a better thing—is tem- 
perance. Therefore, as I sought to 
support total abstinence when its 
achievement seemed possible, so 
now and with equal vigor I would 
support temperance.” 

Although the objectives of the re- 
port “coincide with my own views,” 
Rockefeller emphasized that he had 
taken no part in the survey. The 
report, to be published in book form 
in about two weeks, will detail the

FIRMS ASK STRIKERS 


TO RETURN BY MONDAY 


Six Clothing Manufacturers 


Say They Will Not Recog- 
nize Amalgamated Union. 


Letters to former employes ask- 
ing them to return to work Mon- 
day are being sent out by the six 
largest manufacturers of men’s 
clothing affected by the strike, of 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers’ Union, it was announced today 
in a newspaper advertisement. 

The workers went on strike Aug. 
25, demanding recognition of the 
union as their chosen representa- 
tive for collective bargaining under 
National Recovery Act codes. Em- 
ployers have refused to recognize 
the union or submit the matter to 
the NRA Mediation Board. 

Two Have Recognized Union. 

Two manufacturers employing 
about 100 workers have recognized 
the union and entered into work- 
ing agreements but about 1600 re- 
main on strike, according to Hy- 
man Schnied, organizer. 

“The strike in the clothing indus- 
try is practically over,” the em- 
ployers’ advertisement states. “Our 
production has almost regained 
normal volume. You, who have 
not been guilty of misconduct, are 
invited to return to work. You 


will be placed on our list of em- . 


ployes without discrimination. If 
you wish to accept this offer it 
will be necessary for you to report 
for duty on or before the close of 
the day, Monday, Oct. 9. If you 
do not report, your places will be 
otherwise filled. 

“No contract will be made with 
the Amalgamated Clothing Work- 
ers’ Union,” 

The advertisement carries the 
names of the Marx & Haas-Korrekt 
Co., Goldsmith Clothing Co. The 
Alligator Co., Angelica Jacket Co., 
Knickerbocker Clothing Co. and the 
Epstein Pants Co. 

Disputes Production Statement. 

Schnied declared that production 


of the companies was not more than 


20 per cent of normal as a result of 
their operation with non-union 
workers. Similar letters, he said, 
have been sent out by the compa- 
nies for the past five weeks. He 
repeated his demand that the em- 
ployers submit the controversy to 
the mediation board. 

A proposal to end the strike was 
submitted Wednesday, but was re- 
fused by the workers because the 
union was not recognized. It as- 
sured strikers of employment only 
when employers saw fit and pro- 
vided for a vote in each factory as 
to whether the Amalgamated Union 
or a company union would be rec- 
ognized for collective bargaining. 

Schnied pointed out that there 
would have been no opportunity for 
a fair vote on the question, since 
nonunion workers were permitted 
to vote, and union workers might 
not be taken back until after the 
vote was taken.

English Scientist Thinks Vast Land Mass Was 
Swallowed by Atlantic Ocean at Least 


250,000,000 


Years Ago. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct» 6.—Prof Al- 
bert Gilligan, English geologist, in 
the annual report of the Smithso- 
nian Institution here, adduces a 
mass of hitherto unnoted data in 
support of the theory of a_ sub- 
merged continent in the Atlantic 
Ocean. 

Prof. Gilligan says evidence of 
its existence can be seen to this 
day in sediments, now hardened 
into rock formations, that were de- 
posited by great rivers of this con- 
tinent in North America, Scotland, 
Scandinavia and Spitzbergen—all 
on the borders of the North Atlan- 
tic. These rock layers, he believes, 
can be explained in no other way. 

At Least 250,000,000 Years Ago. 

Prof. Gilligan says this continent 
covered a large part of what is now 
the North Atlantic Ocean until at 
least 250,000,000 years ago, the end 
of the great carboniferous period of 
geology when the coal deposits 
were laid down. It did not disap- 
pear suddenly beneath the waves, 
however, but subsided slowly 
through many millions of years, 
and a fragment of it may have 
remained projecting above water as 
recently as the time when the 
Norsemen were making their first 
trips to Iceland and Greenland 
about 1000 years ago. 


down from this continent and now 
hardened into rock, are as much as 
three miles thick, Prof. Gilligan 
says. They date as far back as the 
Pre-Cambrian age of geology, more 


ing they were accumualted by riv- 
ers flowing for untold ages across 
a now-submerged land mass. Ad- 
ditional evidence that the sediments 
came from a continent now lost 
is that they differ from the native 
rocks of the continents that now 
surround the North Atlantic. 

The continent must have been 
many times larger than the area 
now drained by the Mississippi Riv- 
er system, Prof. Gilligan estimates. 
The Mississippi and its tributaries 
drain an area about the size of 
Europe, exclusive of Russia, Nor- 
way and Sweden. 

Plato’s Story of Atlantis. 

The Greek philosopher Plato 
(427-347 B. C.), in the “Timaeus,” 
quotes an early ancestor of his, 
Solon (6397-559 B. C.), as telling 
a story, which he (Solon) said he 
was told by Egyptian priests, of 
a great continent, Atlantis, west 
of the Pillars of Hercules—that is, 
in the Atlantic Ocean out from Gi- 
braltar—that sank beneath the 
waves some 9000 years before So- 
lon’s time. 

Plato, in the “Critias,” adds the 
history of an ideal civilization that 
existed on Atlantis, but it is not 
clear whether Plato meant this 
part of the story to be taken as 
reported fact or his own invention.

PLAN FOR FREEING 50 PCT, 
OF $398,735,000 IN DEPOSITS 


Reorganization Proposals for 376 
National Banks Have Been Ap- 
proved by Treasury. | 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—A total 
of $398,735,000 in frozen deposits is 
involved in the list of 376 banks for 
which reorganization plans have 
been approved by the Treasury. Of 
this amount, the Treasury estimated 
today, depositors will receive about 
50 per cent when the banks carry 
out the plans agreed on and are li- 
censed to open. A total of $31,151,- 
000 in unrestricted deposits is held 
by: the 376 banks. 
When. plans are approved, the 
situation is up to the banks, and in 
some instances they have not been 
able-to meet the conditions im- 
posed. 
“While frozen deposits of these 
national banks amount to $398,735,- 
000 this does not mean that such 4 
sum will be released to depositors 
when and if reorganization plans 
are acted on and individual banks 
are reopened,” the Treasury said. 
“The total represents the amount 
of deposits carried on the books of 
these institutions when conserva- 
tors took charge of them after the 
bank holiday. It is obvious that 
the banks would have reopened im- 
mediately had they been &ble to pay 
100 per cent of their deposits. 
“However, it is estimated that in 
most instances depositors will re- 
ceive an average of slightly better 
than 50 per cent of their balances 
when and if these unlicensed banks 
reopen, with additional percentages 
being available as slow or doubtful 
assets are converted into cash.”

Texas Judge Sustains Oil De- 
murer to State’s $1 7,000,- 
000 Action.

AUSTIN, Tex., Oct. 6.—A suit to 
penalize 15 oil corporations and 
two petroleum associations for al- 
leged violaticns of Texas’ anti- 


trust laws was thrown out of a 
State court yesterday by District 
Judge J. D. Moore. 

Judge Moore upheld a demurrer 
submitted by defendans to the 
two-year-old $17,000,000 suit, in 
which it was contended the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration 
code for the petroleum industry 
had superseded the statutes of this 
State. 

“IT join with hosts of others in 
upholding the hands of the ‘Pres- 
ident,” said Judge Moore. 

James V. Allred, Attorney Gen- 
eral, announced he would appeal. 
He said he believed the court was 
in error and that he had not at- 
tacked the constitutionality of the 
National Recovery Act. 

The suit, filed Nov. 11, 1931, was 
based on a “code of ethics” in 
which the signers agreed to cer- 
tain business practices. Allred 
charged it was to create a monopo- 
ly and eliminate independent 
competition. The defendants an- 
swered the code had been ap- 
proved by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and was virtually the same 
as the new NRA rules for the oil 
industry.

794 on Revenue Bonds 
and $734,100 Grant for 
Water System. 


Protests by privately owned 
utilities against applications of 


Springfield and Moberly, Mo., for 
Federal aid'in building, respective- 


ly, a water plant and an electric |" 


plant were heard yesterday by the 
State Advisory Board of the Fed- 
eral Public Works Administration. 

The applications were taken 
under advisement. The board will 
report for or against the proposals 
to Washington soon, but its recom- 
mendations will not be made public. 

Springfield wants a $2,144,794 loan 
on revenue bonds and a $734,100 
grant for a $2,878,894 water pump- 
ing and distribution system. The 
Springfield City Water Co. objects. 
The city wants to take the James 
River as its source of supply and 
leave the company holding the Lit- 
tle Sac. 

A perpetual franchise is claimed 
by the company, which draws its 
supply from the Little Sac River, 
springs and McDaniel Lake, a $500,- 
000 reservoir. The city denies there 
is a true franchise or an exclusive 
privilege, but admits the company 
has the right to continue operating 
and cannot be ejected. 

Mayor Is Witness. 

Mayor Harry D. Durst told the 
board Springfield was not getting 
the best quality water and attacked 
the rates as the highest in Missouri. 
He told of a civic movement for the 
municipal plant, following com- 
plaints of bad taste and odor and 
cloudiness and dirtiness in the pres- 
ent supply. He related that the city 
bacteriologist had warned the peo- 
ple to boil drinking water in June, 
1932, after a flood. The company 
showed a recent letter from the bac- 
teriologist, who explained the warn- 
ing was issued as a hasty precau- 
tion after which it was found the 
water was safe. 

The Mayor, who filed a stack of 
petitions indorsing the municipal 
plant, obtained by volunteers, as- 
serted 98 per cent of the people fa- 
vored the scheme, He denied the 
proposal would confiscate company 
property, and suggested city taxes 
might be reduced if the city oper- 
ated the water system. 

Robert L. Pate, former manager 
of the company, supporting the city 
plan, said the proposed James River 
source would be free from city 
drainage. He quoted value of the 
company’s assets at $4,600,000 and 
said the cheaper city system would 
be better. It will be possible for 
the city to reduce rates fully 25 per 
cent the first year, he said. While 
the city might be able to use some 
of the company’s distribution sys- 
tem, it would not want the purifi- 
cation plant and reservoirs, Pate 
said. 

Comment by Hirth.. 

Asking Pate whether the city 
would take over any of the com- 
pany’s system, William Hirth of 
Columbia, member of the advisory 
hoard, remarked: “I’m a partigan 
under all fair conditions of munic- 
ipal ownership, but I don’t think 
it’s sound policy to destroy exist- 
ing property if it can be avoided.” 

Summarized statements of oppo- 
nents of the city plant follow: 

A. Z. Patterson of Kansas City, 
attorney for the company—The 
city plan is unsound, unwise and 
unjustified. There is a question 
whether the city would get all the 
water business. McDaniel Lake 
reservoir was built several years 
ago, after Pate and others investi- 
‘gated and discarded James River 
as a source, reporting the James 
was impregnated with lead. Pres- 
ent sources have been approved by 
the Public Service Commission. 
The company’s service is adequate. 
The city plant would cost $4,100,- 
000, but the company would sell its 
system to the city at a fair price. 
Many taxpayers oppose the city 
plan. Control of the company is 
held by George F. West of Port- 
land, Me., through the Consumers’ 
Water Co., but $1,000,000 of the 
$3,884,000 in securities is held in 
and near Springfield. 

A company consulting engineer— 
Springfield has used as much as 
7,000,000 gallons of water a day and 
soon may need 10,000,000, but the 
James flow has been as little as 
8,000,000 gallons or less a day. 

Another consulting engineer—The 
Little Sac, is preferable to the 
James as a source. The remote 
danger of flood water contaminat- 
ing the present source could be 
avoided easily. 

H. B. McDaniel, president of 
Union National Bank, former man- 
aging director‘of the water com- 
pany, but no longer a stockholder 
—Many people told officers of his 
bank it would be unjustified and 
economically unsound to build a 
city plant. The company and ‘ts 
water are excellent. 

Sam Wear, lawyer—Service and 
supply are adequate} water is pure. 
The people would defeat any plan 
at the polls for a system compet- 
ing with the company but might 
approve taking over the company. 

Charges Valuation Padding. 

Fred A. Moon, special counsel for 
the city, charged that the company’s 
holding company, or a subsidiary, 
collected 10 per cent on all repairs 
and replacements and took 3 per 
cent of the gross profits. He as- 
gerted that cost of the McDaniel 
Lake dam had been “padded” about 
$100,000 in valuation. The city, he 
said, could reduce rates by eliminat- 
ing intangible values and the people 
could save $100,000 annually on fire 
insurance if there was a modern

LOUIS GOORMAN ARRESTED 
FOR CONCEALING ASSETS 


Former Operator of Dress Shop 
Filed Voluntary Bankruptcy 
Petition. 

Louis Goorman, 724 Syracuse ave- 
enue, University City, was arrested 
at his home today by a Deputy 
United States Marshal, under a 
Federal warrant charging conceal- 
ment of assets in a bankruptcy 

case. 

From June, 1930, until he filed a 
voluntary bankruptcy petition last 
March 14 Goorman operated the 
Goorman Dress Shop, 5865 Delmar 
boulevard. His petition listed $3800 
liabilities and assets of $6300, chief- 
ly life insurance policies. The war-

for it. The plant will pay for itself. 
(Lamb amended the city’s applica- 
tion to call for plant revenue bonds, 
in the belief it might be hard to 
get the required two-thirds vote 
for general obligation bonds. There 
was an inconclusive discussion as 
to legality of the revenue bonds.) 

W. B. Stone, former City Attorney 
—The people have no quarrel with 
the company, but simply prefer to 
own their own plant. Current 
comes from outside sources now. 
The majority of the people favor 
the city plant, which would elimi- 
nate need for paying “high-priced 
outside executives.” 

State - Representative Redick 
O’Bryan — Other Missouri towns 
with municipal ownership have re- 
duced rates in proportion to reduc- 
tions given by the company at 
Moberly. Gov Park’s recommenda- 
tions for the special session of the 
Legislature, including laws to sim- 
plify municipal utility financing, 
are all likely to be adopted. 

As the company’s chief represen- 
tative at the hearing, William R. 
Gilbert, St. Louis lawyer, said the 
city estimates were based on sale 
of 6,000,000 kilowatt hours yearly, 
whereas consumption now is only 
5,000,000. He pointed out that the 
city hoped to get 60 per cent of 
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the business the first year, although 
proposing to start with the same 
rates now charged. He questioned 
the likelihood of much new busi- 
ness. The city has contracted to 
buy electricity from the-company 
for street lights until 1936. Gilbert 
said the company, desiring to save 
its investment, did not want to go 
out of business. 


Question of Franchise. 


Hirth said: “I don’t think it is 
morally or legally right for a utility 
to continue to operate in the face 
of an expired franchise. Isn’t the 
easiest and best way out to sell 
the distribution system at a fair 
value?” Gilbert was not prepared 
to answer this, but questioned 
whether a Federal loan could be 
used for such a purpose. 

The city plant would have no re- 
serve source of current, such as 
the company’s interconnected sys- 
tem has, Gilbert declared. He as- 
serted some of the 43 persons em- 
ployed by the company at Moberly 
would be thrown out of work if the 
change was made. Much of the 
labor to build the city system 
would have to be imported, so that 
Moberly labor would derive little 
benefit, said Gilbert. 

C. M. Hulen, Moberly attorney 
for the company, insisted there 
would be more benefit to the com-' 
munity through building a com- 
bination City Hall and Courthouse, 
improving the sewer system and 
repaving streets. He said consid-| 
eration should be given investors 
in the company in Moberly and 
elsewhere. In the past five years 
the company has reduced Moberly 
rates 45 per cent, he related. Hulen

MANY IN LOS ANGELES BLAZE 


Back-Fire Started to Check Flames 
in Canyon Said to Have 
Caused Loss of Lives. 

By the Associated Press. 

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 6.—Testi- 
mony given yesterday as witnesses 
trudged with officials over the ash- 
strewn scene of the Griffith Park 
brush fire indicated a _ back-fire, 
started by some one with good in- 
tentions, may have created the trap 
in which at least 27 road workers 
perished Tuesday. 

Edward W. Thompson, 60 years 
old, shift “boss,” was named by the 
witnesses as the man who started 
a backfire to head off the main 


blaze, but Thompson denied this. 


“I started to get my men out of 

there,’ Thompson said. “Some said 
i'they were going to start a back- 
fire. 1 told them I didn’t care 
what they did—that I was going to 
get my men out.” 
' Marvin Page, North Carolina Ne- 
gro, told how he ran from the fire 
scene across a ridge in the hilly 
park to his bulldog tractor and cut 
a swath across the path of the 
blaze, possibly saving many lives. 
He never stopped his tractor until 
he had cut a path to an already 
cleared break, he said.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Oct. 6.— 
John A. Machray, former chair- 
man of the board and bursar of 
the University of Manitoba, died 
yesterday at Stoney Mountain peni- 
tentiary, where he was serving a 
term for theft of university funds. 
He was 68 years old. 

Machray was the central figure 
in a financial scandal) a little more 
than a year ago that attracted wide 
attention. 

For 25 years, investigators said 
they found, he misused funds en- 
trusted to his care by the Church 


of England diocese of Rupert's 
Land and the University of Mani- 


| toba. 


He was born at Haedington, 
wcotland, Feb. 17, 1865. 

Investment losses sustained by 
Machray on the trust funds he 
handled and a systematic applica- 
tion of capital to make them up 
and pay interest charges dating 
over a long period of years were 
discovered by accountants. 

When he pleaded guilty to theft 
of $500,000 from the university and 
$60,000 from a former law partner, 
Machray was sentenced to seven 


years’ imprisonment. Church of-

Dave Cook, Ikinois Full- Back, 
Following in Dad’s aie 
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ACK in the fall of 1898, just 35 
R years ago, & modest youth with 

sandy hair came to the Univer- 
sity of Illinois. from Dundee, IIL, 
and reported for football, 


His name was Cook—James F. 
Cook—but as “Jimmy” Cook he 
became one of the best known [Ili- 
nois athletes of his day. Quiet and 
unobtrusive, Jimmy was universal- 
ly liked on the campus. He weighed 
about 165 pounds, which was small 
for a halfback in those days of 
beef, but his speed atoned for his 
lack of avoirdupois. Later Jimmy 
was moved to end, where he played 
during the latter part of his career. 

A Famous Run. 

No sight entertained the fans of 
those days more than when Jimmy 
lowered his head and dug down the 
field. One of his famous sprints 
was against Indiana when a Hoo- 
sier retrieved a fumble and sped 
goalward with no Illini in chase. 
Despite a lead which would have 
been enough under ordinary cir- 
cumstances, Jimmy gradually 
gained on him and overhauled and 
downed him five yards from the 
goal. The chase had been for al- 
most the length of the field. 

Jimmy Cook played on the foot- 
ball teams of 1898, 1900, 1901 and 
1902, and was outfielder under 
Coach George Huff on the baseball 
teams of 1900, 1901, 1902 and 1903. 
He captained the baseball varsity 
of 1903. Jimmy played on the nine 
of 1902, which, captained by Car! 
Lundgren, now coach, traveled East 
to defeat Army, Yale, Princeton 
and Pennsylvania, losing only one 
game, a close one to Harvard.

Mr. Moran Did It. 


ERHAPS, on second thought, 
Charley Moran, now a Na- 
tional League umpire, should be 
charged with the awakening of 
Centre College, Moran, coming 
from Texas Aggies, brought up 
with him to Centre, so the story 
went, the nucleus of a foot- 
ball team in McMillin, “Red” 
Roberts, Armstrong and others. 
We know for certain that Centre 
College was just another back- 
woods eleven until Moran ar- 
rived. Then things began to pop. 
The first crack was heard in 
1919 when Indiana University, 
expecting a light practice game, 
was beaten by Bo and his band 
12 to 6. 

“Just an accident,” presumed 
the experts and forgot it. But 
they couldn't forget when Vir- 
ginia University fell with a 49 
to 7 thud, or when the heavily 
“loaded” West Virginia Univer- 
sity steam-roller, one of the 
standouts of that year, went 
down 14 to 7, 

Then the strong Kentucky 
State University eleven was dis- 
graced by a score of 56—0. When 
the curtain fell on the campaign 
that year, Centre had scored 478 
points to opponents’ 23. 

The fame of the tight little 
group spread abroad. It reached 
even to the classic shades of 
Harvard campus, where the lead- 
ers decided to look over Bo and 
his fellows in a game, the fol- 
lowing season.

Lord Grey Failed Calamitously 
To Avert War, Says Lloyd George 


Declares Late Foreign Secretary Was Like 
Pilot in “Palsy of Apprehension” — 
Criticises Secrecy of Kitchener. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 6. — David 
Lloyd George, former British Prime 
Minister, writing in his “war 
memoirs,” published today, says the 


late Lord Edward Grey “failed ca- 
lamitously” in his efforts to avert 
the World War. 

He devotes an entire chapter in 
the book, which contains four vol- 
umes and retells from a new angle 
the story of the first two years 
of the war, to an analysis of Grey 
and his policies. Grey was Brit- 
ish Foreign Secretary when the 
World War began. 

Lloyd George writes that Grey’s 
personality was distinctly one of 
the elements that contributed to 
the catastrophe. In another chap- 
ter the former British Prime Min- 
ister criticises Lord Kitchener for 
failure to keep the Cabinet in- 
formed of military matters. 

Estimate of Lord Grey. 

Regarding Grey, Lloyd George 


writes: 
“He had qualities, largely of. ap- 
pearance, Manner and _ restraint, 


which gave the impression of the 
‘strong, silent man’ whom the gen- 
eration brought up on Carlyle 
earnestly sought. 

“The legend has become slightly 
|mildewed . He possessed to 
perfection that correctitude of 
phrase and demeanor which passes 
for, and sometimes is, diplomacy, 
and that serene flow of unexcep- 
tionable diction which is apt to be 
reckoned as statesmanship until a 
crisiscomes to put these urbanities 
to the test. 


“On one thing there can be no 
doubt: he failed calamitously in his 
endeavors to avert the great war. 
(Grey’s) hesitations tell their own 
tale of a pilot whose hand trembled 
in the palsy of apprehension, un- 
able to grip the levers and manipu- 
late them with a firm and clear 
purpose. 

“Had he warned Germany of the 
point at which Britain would de- 
clare war—and wage it with her 
whole strength—the issue would 
have been different. 


“The arbitration treaty with 
America was a notable event. The 
rest of his big efforts came _ to 


naught. He was the most insular 
of our statesmen.” 
Kitchener’s Secrecy. 

Of Lord Kitchener he writes: 

“His main idea at the council ta- 
ble was to tell the politicians as 
little as possible of what was going 
on and get back to his desk at the 
War Office as quickly as he could 
decently escape. 

“The Cabinet was bewildered by 
the scrappy and incoherent reports 
given to it each morning by Kitch- 
ener.” 

Lloyd George particularly criti- 
cised what he terms Kitchener’s 
“mistakes in 1915,” and declares 
that when the General was sent to 
the Mediterranean in that year 
there “was a mute hope that he 
might find it worth while to remain 
there.” 

Much of the blame for Britain’s 
lack of preparation and ensuing 
shortage of munitions is laid to 
Kitchener by Lloyd George, as well 
as to “War Office stubbornness.”

Postmaster - General Asks 
That Labor Continue to 
Recognize Firms’ Aid in 
Recovery Program.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—An ap- 

peal to workmen to “continue to 

exhibit a recognition of the patri- 


otic co-operation which the great 
majority of the employers of labor 
have rendered to the President’s 
recovery program” was made today 
by Postmaster-General Farley in an 
address to the American Federa- 
tion of Labor. 

“There can be no doubt,” he said, 
“that great numbers of individual 
employers, great numbers of indus- 
trial corporations and business 


lowered hours without knowing ex- 
actly how they would find the 
means with which to finance this 
expansion. 

“We must make this task easier 
for them by reposing complete con- 
fidence in the good sense and sound 
judgment of the loyal men and 
women to whom the President has 
committed the administration of 
the National Recovery Act... . 

“From the very beginning of the 
recovery effort, emphasis has been 
laid upon the purpose of the admin- 
istration to bring about results by 
conference and adjustment, by rea- 
son and intelligence rather than by 
force. 

“Nothing should be permitted to 
interfere with this.-method.”

FOOD FOR 6,000,000 CHILDREN 
PART OF U, S. RELIEF PLAN 


Federal Program to Prevent Under- 
nourishment Includes Providing 
of School Lunches. 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—Relief 
Administrator Harry L. Hopkins to- 
day placed squarely on his own ad- 
ministration in the states the re- 
sponsibility for preventing under- 
nourishment among 6,000,000 chil- 
dren now on relief roles. 

These children are living in fami- 
lies receiving but 50 cents a day for 
all family needs, he told the Child 
Health Recovery Conference. He 
added he had decided yesterday to 
make provisions whereby employ- 
ment relief funds could be used to 
pay for school lunches. 

Hopkins, Secretary of Labor 
Frances Perkins and Mrs. Franklin 
D. Roosevelt were the three out- 
standing conferees at the meeting, 
called to consider what can be done 
during the coming winter to restore 
the health of children who have 
suffered from the depression. 


BYRD SHIP TOWED INTO PORT 


Supply Vessel at Southport, N. C., 
After Sending Distress Call. 
SOUTHPORT, N. C., Oct. 6.—The 
Bear of Oakland, supply ship for 
the Byrd Antarctic expedition, was 
towed into Southport harbor late 
yesterday, after sending out a dis- 

tress call several hours earlier. 

Capt. R. J. English, commanding 
the Barkentine, said the stop was 
made solely to avoid prospective 
heavy seas and high winds, but of- 
ficers of the tug Blanche, which 
gave the Bear its tow, asserted that 
the auxiliary engines of the Byrd 
ship were out of order when the 
Blanche reached it early yesterday 
near Frying Pan Shoals.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6—Benja- 
min A. Harnett testified before the 
Senate Ocean Mail Investigating 
Committee today that he was dis- 
charged as operating manager of 
the Black Diamond Line after he 
had refused to approve an “extra 
labor” item for Steve O’Connor, 
whom he identified as a son of T. 
V. O’Connor, then shipping board 
chairman. 

Harnett told Senator Black, 
chairman of the committee, that 
he refused to approve a bill he re- 
garded as “an overcharge of $52 
or $62.” 

Charles Hamilton, chief stevedore 
of the Black Diamond, said Har- 
nett, then went to him “and told 
me the circumstances.” 

“He said;’ Harnett testified, “that 
Steve O’Connor—” 

“Ts he any relation to T. V. O’Con- 
nor:” asked Black. “Son,’ answered 
Harnett. 

“He came to me,” Harnett went 
on, “and said Steve had got into 
the habit of borrowing money and 
the only way he could get it back 
was to get an extra labor permit 
to cover the loan.” 

Hamilton, Harnett said, com- 
plained to J. E. Dockendorff, Black 
Diamond president, and Docken- 
dorff called the operating manager 
into his office. 

“IT was told,” Harnett declared, 
“that I needn’t lean backward to 
be honest. He accuséa@ me of not 
co-operating and asked for my 
resignation. So I resigned.” 

Black asked the witness if he 
knew how long Steve O’Connor re- 
mained in the New York office of 
the Black Diamond. Harnett said 
he did not know but that O’Connor 
“finally was transferred to the 
Washington office.” 

After he left the Black Diamond, 
Harnett said, he served for a time 
with the Shipping Board. 


FRANCE FIXES IMPORT QUOTAS 


Figure on Apples and Pears Re- 
duced 60 Per Cent.

PARIS, Oct. 6. — Despite an in- 
crease in the French apple crop for 
1933, the import quota on apples 
and pears for the last quarter of 
the year was ordered cut today 
about 60 per cent. 

The American quota, cut propor- 
tionately, was set at 4168 tons com- 
pared to 10,758 tons for the previous 
three months. Other foodstuffs hit 
in the Ministry of Agriculture’s 
quota reductions were meat, grain

COMMUNISM NEXT IF HITLER 
FAILS, LLOYD GEORGE SAYS 


Former Prime Minister Protests 
Against Western Nations Inter- 
fering in German Affairs.

BARMOUTH, England, Oct. 6— 
If Hitler fails; Communism will 
follow, Lloyd George, former Prime 
Minister, said in a speech here pro- 
testing against outside interference 
with Germany. 

“I am neither a Nazi, nor a Fas- 
cist, nor a Communist,” the 
statesman said. “That is why I 
am earnestly anxious that wisdom 
should prevail every time.” 

“That is my every Communist in 
the world from Russia to America 
is praying that the Western na- 
tions should bully Germany into a 
Communist revolution.”

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—The Prussian 
Minister of Education yesterday 
issued orders to change the name 
of the Mendelssohn room in the 
Prussian State Library to the Mas- 
ter Hall of the musical department.

On Oct. 2 a grandson of Men- 
delssohn, Prof. Albrecht Mendels- 
sohn Bartholdy, was dismissed 
from the University of Hamburg 
and from the Institute of Foreign 
Affairs, of which he was head, 
because of his Jewish nationality.

ON ROOSEVELT POLIGIES 


Dodd Says U. S. President and 
Hitler Have Same Basic 
Problem. 


(Special Cable). 

BERLIN, Oct. 6.—The absence of 
free land and the growth of urban- 
ism in both the United States and 
Germany give President Roosevelt 
and Chancellor Hitler the same 
“basic hostile force to deal with,” 
American Ambassador William EZ. 
Dodd declared last night. 

The Ambassador, a former Uni- 
versity of Chicago professor, made 
his first public utterance since tak- 


ing his post here at a banquet of 
the American Club. 

“President Lincoln violated the 
Constitution to save the Union and 
President Wilson sometimes trans- 
cended his powers for the obvious 
common good,” he said.

GENEVA, Oct. 6—A plan for 


practical relief of Jewish refugees 
from Germany was advanced today 
in a report and a resolution pre- 
sented by a subcommittee to the 
Economic Commission of the 
League of Nations Assembly. 

Relief would be administered by 
a high commissioner to be appoint- 
ed by the Council of the League, 
He would be “allowed the fullest 
freedom of action.” A Geneva 
newspaper said Theodore Roose- 
velt Jr., former Governor-General 
of the Philippines, was mentioned 
for the position. 

The United States was asked to 
collaborate under a provision of 
the resolution asking authorities 
not members of the League which 
have received few or no German 
refugees to extend all possible fa- 
cilities to provide the exiles with 
employment. 

The resolution provides that the 
expenses of the high commission- 
er’s office should be defrayed by 
funds contributed through private 
and other sources, but asked the 
Council to advance 25,000 francs 
of the League’s working capital 
with the understanding that it 
would be refunded from contribu- 
tions expected to be placed at the 
disposal of the commission through 
international subscriptions. 

Action on the resolution 
postponed until tomorrow.

Federal Funds for New High Schools. 
t+ To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


EVERAL years ago, the Southwest 
Parents’ High School Association was 

organized for the purpose of obtaining a 
high school for that section of the city. 
The attention of the Board of Education 
was called to the fact that there is no 
high school west of Grand, south of Del- 
mar boulevard, comprising about one- 
third of the area of the city, while there 
are five high schools and three interme- 
diate schools in other sections. 
.7, The Board of Education owns two 
sites, one at Kingshighway and Arsenal 
street, and a 22-acre tract at Hampton 
boulevard and Pernod avenue. When 
the matter was considered, it was de- 
cided to build a small] high school build- 
ing on the first-named site when funds 
are available, and convert it into an in- 
termediate school when the school at 
Hampton and Pernod is built. The ob- 
jection to the latter site was lack of 
transportation and paved streets. Since 
that time, Hampton and Pernod have 
both been paved and a bus line now runs 
within two blocks of this site on Watson 
road. Additional transportation would, 
no doubt, be provided if needed. 

According to board members, it is now 
impossible to build school buildings out 
of current revenue, as has been done in 
the past, so the writer suggests that ap- 
plication be made to obtain funds to 
build the necessary high schools from 
the Federal public works fund. 

Building costs are low now, 30 per cent 
of the needed sum would be a gift from 
the Government. Employment would be 
provided and the high school pupils of 
this section would no longer be compelled 
to travel such long distances as now.

Nevertheless, the truth must be told. The nation 
must realize the harm done to the national economy 
by playing fast and loose with the savings and in- 
vestments of the people. Not until we do realize 
it can we bring about those reforms which have 
come about in older and more settled countries. 
President Roosevelt said in his inaugural address 
that the money changers had fled from the temple, 
but they did not run very far. They are the most 
powerful element in America, and they ramify into 
every part of the land. The puissance of money is 
far greater in the United States than it is in any 
other part of the world, and the money changers have 
money. 
Resumption of the senatorial investigation just at 
this time is opportune.

Many 
boasts have been made that wlen Congress meets 
next January the strictures of the Securities Act, 
which was designed to stop the unconscionable 
peddling of cats and dogs, will be amended.

No government 
can continue in power at Washington which does not 
stand stanchly by the principle which inspired the 
Securities Act and does not protect the masses from 
the cunning of the designing few. 

We need more curative legislation, and we are 
going to get it. To drag out again the old and 
saffron story of foreign bond flotations in the United 
States, a job which Senator Hiram Johnson did 
thoroughly two years ago, may seem to be redundant. 
We forget how evanescent all such things are in the 
public mind. To remind the people, and to keep on 
reminding them, how unconscionable many of those 
flotations were, is a necessary stratagem of reform. 
Only the will of the people, fanned to wrath by such 
revelations, can sustain a government at grips with 
such a powerful foe. 

There is a legitimate field for finance. Its place 
in the economies of other nations proves it. One 
could imagine from the professions of injured inno- 
cence in our own financial circles that to reform 
banking and investing practices would be to ruin the 
country, to take the entrepreneur aut of al] business 
promotion, to drain the last drop of capital from the 
arteries of indus and progress. 

As a matter of fact, it is only by reforming these 
practices, exactly as other nations have done, that 
we can save the people from pillage, preserve the 
opportunity of the entrepreneur and cut away from 
industry and progress that deadly upas tree which 
must at last be their destruction.

However, his 
ability to use mathematics, combined 
with his extraordinary physical insight, 
has unquestionably placed him in the po- 
sition of the outstanding mathematical 
physicist of the present century, and pos- 
sibly one of the greatest scientists of all 
time. His theories have revolutionized 
the physicist’s concepts of matter and 
radiation and have changed his whole 
philosophical outiook on the universe. 
What further claim to greatness would 
he need? 

Naturally, he built his work on the 
foundations laid by his predecessors— 
Planck, Michelson, Newton and many 
others. If he had not done this, he would 
have been a “four-flusher” indeed. But 
it took Einstein’s genius to synthesize 
what was already known into a compre- 
hensive and consistent theory which ac- 
counted for all the known facts and pre- 
dicted new ones, which have since been 
observed. Einstein's work forms one of 
the foundation stones of modern physics, 
and his theories are in every-day use by 
physicists all over the world. 

The popular idea that Einstein’s only 
contribution to science is the theory of 
relativity is far from the truth. The 
Nobel prize was awarded him for his 
work on the quantum theory of radia- 
tion. Many physicists regard this work 
and his work in statistical mechanics as 
of even greater importance than his the- 
ory of relativity. His theories may be 
amplified and extended by his successors. 
But they will never be completely de- 
stroyed, for they are pported by the 
one indestructible ‘hing in physics—ex- 
perimental results.

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A REMARKABLE DISPLAY. 

An exhibit of vital concern to both the health and 
purse of the consumer is on view at the St. Louis of- 
fice of the Federal Food and Drug Administration, in 
the Custom House. In it are displayed foodstuffs, 
drugs and commodities that range from the worthless 
to the positively harmful, yet which cannot be dealt 
with under the present food and drug laws. By con- 
crete evidence, it is shown how a patent medicine 
manufacturer may make false claims in circulars and 
other advertising, yet remain within the law because 
his bottle bears a discreet label. Evidence of injuri- 
ous effects from a cosmetic is shown, yet, since the 
present law does not cover cosmetics, no interference 
is possible. In these and numerous other ways, un- 
scrupulous manufacturers utilize the loopholes in our 
outmoded laws, originally passed in 1906. Since that 
date, new conditions and methods have arisen that 
the laws do nct cover. 

The occasion for this display, and similar ones at 
other Food Administration offices and at the Chicago 
Fair, is to acquaint the public with the new food 
and drug bill, to be presented at the next session of 
Congress, designed to plug the gaps and correct the 
weaknesses of the present code. Drafted by Prof. 
Rexford G. Tugwell, Assistant Secretary of Agricul- 
ture, the measure would forge new weapons for the 
Food and Drug Administration, to enforce its fight to 
protect the people. The consumer has a right to 
know what he is buying, and it is the Government's

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MR. NOLTE SAYS “NO!” 

Mr. Nolte is the city’s foremost no-man. He has 
been saying “No!” for 16 years and, when he does, 
the sound reverberates through the corridors of the 
City Hall and scares the underlings out of their 
wits. For 16 years he has guarded the treasury 
against grafters and chiselers, with the result that 
St. Louis today is in superb financial condition.

But there are times when it appears that Mr.

One of the times 
is now. The Federal Government is offering the city

By reject- 
ing it, he deprives St. Louis of an unparalleled oppor- 
tunity to beautify the river front which would, in 
turn, greatly enhance downtown real estate values. 
By rejecting it, he dashes the hopes of thousands of 
men who otherwise weuld get work directly’ and 
indirectly. y 
On the issue, Free Soup or Public Works?, Mr. 
Nolte takes his place on the rim of the soup bowl. 
He did not oppose the $4,600,000 relief bond issue of 
last fall, to be retired by the trick device of putting 
tolls on a bridge supposed to be forever free. He 
may have to favor other relief bond issues, from 
which the city gets nothing and the unemployed get 
only a miserable and respect-destroying dole. Would 
it not be wiser for him instead to support a bond is- 
sue of a constructive nature? 


REPLACING CHILD LABOR’S EARNINGS. 

One of the arguments used by apologists for child 
labor is that many families would be in need were 
it not for the earnings of youthful workers. Events 
since the elimination of children under 16 from 
industry, by the blanket code and individual codes, 
show that this condition has resulted, in the early 
phase of adapting our economic machine to the New 
Deal. Mrs. Roosevelt, in a recent magazine article, 
recognized that “there is many a home where the 
pitiful earnings of children may be all that the 
family is living on,” but added, “I do not consider 
that a necessity for something which is wrong makes 
it right.” 

The Relief and Recovery administrations take the 
Same view. Both oppose granting permission for 
children to work in instances where they are the 
family mainstay, since that would act to defeat the 
creation of work for adults. They, accordingly, have 
undertaken to prevent destitution from this cause, 
by making special provisions to care for families 
that are suffering because the juvenile breadwinner 
has lost his job. Surely no more deserving cases 
than these could be found. It has wisely been de- 
cided not to wait until destitution results in such 
families, but to replace the child’s earnings at once 
with relief work for his elders, or by direct aid. 
This outlay is part of the price we pay for our long 
toleration of child labor, but it will be repaid in the 
children’s new freedom and their removal as com- 
petitors of adult workers. 
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A SETTLED QUESTION. 
Col. Hugh Miller, State engineer for the PWA, 
has settled the question of wages to be paid on 
public works, constructed with Federal aid. Such 
wages must be on the basis of the prevailing union 
scale. Mayor Dickmann’s proposed ordinance to the 
same effect, bitterly opposed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce, died when the aldermanic special session blew 
up. An attempt will be made to pass the bill at the 
current regular session, but it makes no difference 
now what happens to it. 
Considering that the main purpose of the public 
works program is to increase the nation’s purchasing 
power, the opposition of the Chamber was ill con- 
ceived. We are never going to get out of the depres- 
sion unless this basic fact is clearly grasped. The 
business men who constitute the membership of the 
Chamber would be the immediate beneficiaries of 
re-employment at decent wages, yet they permit the 
Chamber to fight against their own interests.

COUNTY SEWER PROSPECTS. 
St. Louis County’s vexing sewer situation is nearer 
to being solved than ever before, as a result of in- 
clusion of this subject in Gov. Park’s call for a spe- 
cial session of the Legislature, and, more particularly, 
as a result of the fine work of a civic group sponsored 
by the County Chamber of Commerce. 
The Governor recommends to the Legislature estab- 
lishment of a county sewer district, which can 
finance the proposed system of trunk line sanitary 
sewers by revenue bonds. This is exactly what is 
proposed by the Sewer Committee. The people who 
were against sewers under the notorious Ralph law 
can afford to join in the demand for the proposed 
new law, and they are doing so. Groundwork has 
been well laid to carry out the construction plan. An 
able group of lawyers, engineers and others has been 
working on the question and is preparing to submit 
the enabling bill to the Legislature. The bill, if it 
comes up to expectations, should be passed without 
fail. The suburban area wants and needs sanitary 
sewers. A fortunate circumstance is the opportunity 
to obtain 30 per cent of the cost of building the 
system from the Federal Govemnment as a gift. This 
is an urgent reason for quick action, as the offer of a 
Federal grant will expire at the end of the year. 
Need for decent sewerage in the county is well 
kuown. Disease germs are no recpecters of boundary 
lines, and they surely will be spread if the present

cephalitis epidemic has at least served to awaken sub- 
urbanites to their sewer needs.

VERYONE who wants the National In- 
E dustrial Recovery Act to succeed must 

remember that this is only a truce and 
that we must make haste. At best, the time 
will be too short to do what must be done. 
That this is only a truce and not a perma- 
nent settlement of our problems is clear 
from the very provisions of the act. Its 
whole purpose runs counter to our most 
cherished notions. The aim of our economic 
system in the past has been to make goods 
plentiful and cheap. If the policy of this 
act, which aims to limit production and 
raise prices, were made permanent, it would 
be a clear admission of failure; in fact, a 
grim joke. 

We want individual freedom; this act ex- 
tends the control of individual conduct be- 
yond anything heretofore conceived. We 
believe that in a democracy the less govern- 
ment the better, and we realize that we are 
already staggering under a burden of bu- 
reaucracy which threatens te crush us. The 
recovery program as a whole will result in 
an increase of bureaucracy beyond anything ° 
we have ever known.

It is well designed for 
that purpose, and we can make it succeed. 
We have embarked on a crusade. We shall 
win if we deserve to win. 

I firmly believe that this is the spirit in 
which the President has conceived and will 
execute this part of his program.

erd Jr., is secretly harboring a vain 
hope. A Republican, he comes up 
for reappointment at the close of 
this year. He thinks he has an 
excellent chance to get another 
six-year term. 

He is mistaken. He hasn’t. 

President Roosevelt is privately 
determined to replace Brainerd 
with a Democrat, so as to give the 
administration undisputed control 


of the powerful agency. The pres- 
ent lineup is five Republicans, five 
Democrats, one Independent— 
hard-hitting, blunt-spoken Commis- 
sioner Joe Eastman. 

Leading candidate on F. D. B.'s 
list for Brainerd’s successor is Paul 
Walker, chairman of Oklahoma’s 
Corporation Commission. Besides 
being a Democrat, Walker has still 
another virtue in his favor, geogra- 
phy. Brainerd’s place nominally 
belongs to the Southwest. 

Several years ago Maine’s Re- 
publican Senator, Wallace H. White 
Jr., was co-author of the Jones- 
White Shipping Act. Today, that 
law, as a result of the Senate’s 
ocean mail contract disclosures, is 
under severe attack, faces drastic 
revision. White is a member of 
the investigating committee, but 
he has yet to attend one of its 
hearings. Chairman Hugo Black 
twice postponed its proceedings at 
White’s request. When he. still 
failed to show up, the aggressive 
Alabaman waited no longer.

WIFE OF PRESIDENT PRAISES 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT'S FATHER 


Pays Tribute to Him for Work He 
Did for New York’s Crip- 
pled Children. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6-—The 
work that the father of former 
President Theodore Roosevelt did 
for New York’s crippled children 
was praised yesterday by his 
granddaughter, Mrs. Franklin D. 
Roosevelt. 

“As a child, I had to wear a long 
brace on my back for years, and 
an uncomfortable thing it was,” 
Mrs. Roosevelt told a Kiwanis 
luncheon that had work among 
crippled children as its theme. 
Then she told of visits she had 
made to the orthopedic hospital 
her grandfather founded, to wit- 
ness the work that had grown 
from a difficult and discouraging 
beginning. 

She described a recent occasion 
on which President Franklin D. 
Roosevelt had passed the boys and 
girls of the New York Orthopedic 
Hospital. 

“For three blocks they were lined 
up on one side of the street,” she 
said. “Crippled children actually fill- 
ed those three blocks. Some of them 
couldn’t stand. Some of them were 
on crutches and the expression on 
their faces as they looked at my 
husband was an extraordinary 
thing. To see him go past gave 
them the feeling that they could 
achieve—that they cauid face life!”

He wants 
to devote his time to writing books 
and to newspaper work. 

Alfred A. Knopf, Mencken’s pub- 
tisher, said the magazine would be 
continued along its present lines, 
and Henry Hazlitt, at present one 
o fth eeditors of the Nation, will be 
the new editor. 

At the start the Mercury was a 
medium of expression for Mencken 
and George Jean Nathan, who had 
been co-editors of the old Smart 
Set. Nathan retired from the Mer- 


Mencken regards his retirement 
as something of an adventure. The 
first - ing he is going to do is fin- 
ish a book on morals. After that 
he plans a trip to Europe and then 
he is going to write another book 
—“Advice to Young Men.” 

“There is a discrepancy,” he said, 
“between what the average young 
man is told he can’t do and what 
he finds out later most people do 
themselves. I want to tell what I 
found out about this discrepancy.” 

Mencken, who is 53 years. old, 
said he probably would do more 
Newspaper work than he has been 
doing. He said he would continue 
writing a column for the Baltimore 
Evening Sun of which he is advis- 
ory editor.

TOKIO, Oct. 6—-There are no 


gons to follow the distinguished 
diplomatic career of Joseph Clark 
Grew, American Ambassador, but 
his three daughters have done their 
best to carry on a family tradition 
of foreign service. Each has chos- 
en as a husband a member of the 
American foreign service. 

The youngest, Miss Elizabeth 


Sturgis Grew, will be married to- 
morrow to Cecil Burton Lyon, third 
secretary of the American Embassy 
here. 

The older sisters are Mrs. Jay 
Pierrepont Moffat, formerly Miss 
Lilla Cabot Grew, wife of the chief 
of the division of Western Euro- 
pean affairs in the State Depart- 
ment at Washington, and Mrs. Rob- 
ert English, the former Miss Anita 
Clark Grew, whose husband is third 
secretary of the legation at ,Buda- 
est. . 
The eldest daughter, Lilla, be- 
came Mrs. Moffat in 1927 at Han-. 
cock, N. H., home to the Grews in 
those rare periods when they are 

in America. 

Anita Grew became Mrs, English 
in Istanbul in: 1932, just before her 
father quit Turkey to become Am- 
bassador to Japan. Mrs. English 
was the first foreign woman mar 
ried according to the new Turkish 
marriage laws and the ceremony 
attracted wide attention. Mrs. En- 
glish also won fame in Turkey 
when she swam the Bosporus. 

Miss Elizabeth is the first Am- 
bassador’s daughter to be married 
in the two-year-old American Em- 
bassy here. 

The bride-to-be is an accom- 
plished musician. She was born 
in Vienna, 21 years ago, and has 
lived in Berlin, Paris, Copenhagen, 
Berne, Istanbul and Washington. 

In Washington she attended the 
Holton Arms School, and in Istan- 
bul the American Women’s College. 

Ambassador Grew’s newest son- 
in-law is the son of C. Burton Lyon 
of New York. Like Grew and Motf- 
fatt he is an alumnus of Harvard. 
He entered the foreign service in 
1931 and served in Washington, 
Havana and Hong Kong before his 
assignment to Tokio last May. 


GERMAN DOCTOR ESTABLISHES 
NIGHT CLINIC FOR INSOMNIA 


Talking to Patients and Sounding 

Out Troubles One of Methods 

Used to Treat Sleeplessness. 

STUTTGART.—A “night clinic 
for sleepless people” has been es- 
tablished here by Manfred Breun- 
inger. 

It is the only institute of its 
kind in Germany and teaches peo- 
ple how to sleep properly. 

Dr. Brueninger treats his pa- 
tients with psycho - therapeutic 
methods, discarding drugs  alto- 
gether. He found out that talking 
to people, sounding their griefs 
and sorrows and making them read 
a few chapters of the Bible had a 
more reassuring and quieting in- 
fluence than the administration of 
soporifics. 

Massaging the neck and temples 
has proved very effective, too, but 
his treatment works on the pa- 
tient’s mind rather than the body. 

After a few “trial nights” the 
patient is sent home again and 
if by this time he has not learned 
to sleep he has to spend a_ few 
more nights at the “sleeping san- 
itarium.” 

Dr. Breuninger tells of success 
in many so-called hopeless cases 
and his night-clinic ig much fre 
quented.

Jonés of Nashville, Tenn. It’s been 
years since I've seen any of them.

Cass Neel said he and his brother 
were working on a North Dakota 
ranch at the time of their separa- 
tion. 

“The snow was on the wheat 
fields,” he said, “and there was no 
farm work to do. I went west and 
my brother headed east. The years 
rolled by and we lost contact with 
each other.”

VIENNA, Oct. 6, — Professional © 


politicians, general election cam 
paigns and socialistic trade unions 


would be impossible under the new 
constitution Chancellor Dollfuss has 


“staendestaat,” or state-form, under | 


which he wishes Austrians to live. 


He has said enough, however, to 


make clear that the new Austria 
would be organized something like 
Mussolini’s Italy and something like 
Hitler's Germany, but not exactly 
like either of them, 

One point which seems clear is 


that the ‘staendestaat” would work © 


in close co-operation with the Ro- 
man Catholic Church. 

Dollfuss is, above all, devout. Aus- 
tria is 95 per cent Catholic and he 
sees hig mission not merely as the 
defense of his country’s independ- 
ence and the maintenance of or 
derly government but as the build- 
ing of a state on Christian princi- 
ples. 


Blames Materialism. 

Materialistic philosophies of life 
and government are to blame for 
the tragic state of affairs in the 
world today. Dollfuss profoundly 
believes, and statesmen who would 
lead their countries into a peaceful 
and happy future must recognize 
that fact. 

One of the most destructive of 
these materialistic philosophies, in 
the opinion of Dollfuss and those 
who with him are working out the 


new constitution, is the class doc- 


trine of Marxism. There must be 
no division of society into prole- 
tariat and capitalist classes in thd 
new Austria. 

“We must learn that work unites 
us all,” is their pronouncement. 

Therefore each trade, each indus 
try, each profession, must organize 
its own life, with employers and 
employed working out the problems 
of their particular branch together. 

Representation in a national 
chamber — whether legislative or 
merely advisory—would be based 
on this same organization of citi- 
zens into occupational groups. How 
many farmers, how many industrial 
workers, how many physicians, 
lawyers, shopkeepers and so on 
would sit in this chamber is not yet 
clear. 

Who Would Be Sent. 

But the theory is that the physi- 
clans would send only outstanding 
physicians to represent them; the 
shopkeepers only men who have the 
respect and confidence of their fel- 
low-tradesmen; the farmers only 
“dirt farmers.”

“staendestaat.” The phrase “cor- 
porative state” is not an exact

Dolifuss, in his efforts to bring 
the meaning home to audiences, has 
used the example of a farm house- 
hold in which all members feel 
united by their work.

SAYS PRETALNG 
WAGE RULE SLOWS 
UPPUBIG HORKS 


Money, Must Pay Wages 
They Deem High. 


REPLIES TO ATTACK 
OF LABOR GROUP 


Denies Federal Bureau Has 

Been Dilatory in Allotting 

Funds—Aid Mentions Po- 
litical Factors. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 6.—Officlals 
of the Public Works Administra- 
tion, replying to a resolution pro- 
posed to the American Federation 
of Labor.convention, said yesterday 
that work was under way on proj- 
ects totaling $400,000,000, and that 
by the middle of October that fig- 
ure would bé half a billon. 

In a conference with newspaper 
men, after a meeting of the Public 
Works Board, Secretary of Interior 
Ickes said it could be proved that 
there were no ‘delays in the allot- 
ment of funds by the Public Works 
Administration, which he heads. 

The proposed resolution was criti- 
cal of “delays” in the allotment of 
funds and called for a speeding up 
or a ‘shake-up.” 

Ickes said a great deal of the de- 
lay in putting to work money that 
has been allotted “has been on ac- 
count of what is claimed to be un- 
reasonably high wages set by the 
Public Works Administration.” 

(The Public Works administra- 
tion has fixed minimum wages and 
maximum hours for employment in 
which Federal funds are used. 
These requirements vary in differ- 
ent sections of the country, but 
where skilled labor is customarily 
performed by union men the union 
scale is regarded as the prevailing 
wage and applies to public works.) 

Another high official of the ad- 
ministration attributed some of the 
delay to local politics in: the towns 
and states that have made applica- 
tions and to the “restless interim” 
between the time an allotment is 
made by the Public Works Admin- 


istration and the disbursement of | 


the first money. out by the Treas- 
ury. 

Ickes said labor interests had 
been largely responsible for the 
wage rates specified by the admin- 
istration for projects on which pub- 
lic works funds are used. He added 
that-one way to cut down local de- 
lays was to cut the wage rate, but 
would not say what his attitude 
was on cutting wages. 

‘Tt is our duty to follow the ad- 
ministration’s policy on wage 
rates. One difficulty for the lo- 
calities on their projects is that 
they must charge their taxpayers 
to repay loans on the basis of what 
they consider high wages.” 

Another official of the adminis- 
tration said the figure of $68,194.,- 
000 that had been cited as a basis 
of criticism had no _ significance. 
Critics had psinted out that, al- 
though Congress had authorized 
the expenditure of $3,300,000,000. on 
public works seven months ago, 
only $68,000,000 had been’ with- 
drawn from the Treasury. 

This official said 60 days nor- 
mally elapsed between the alloca- 
tion of funds and the first pay- 
ment from the Treasury. Thirty 
days of that is required for signing 
contracts and preparing for actual 
work. ' 

He pointed out that heavy ex- 
penditures frequently have to be 
made in advance of any payment 
from the Treasury, citing as an ex- 
ample that for the new Hudson 
River tube 52,000 tons of steel has 
been ordered, and men are at work 
in the steel mills, but nothing has 
been paid out of the Treasury on 
the project. On the Grand Coulee 
project, it was said, $3,000,000 will 
have been spent before a payment 
is made. 

Ickes announced that construc- 
tion work was now actively under 
way on 414 highways, 121 roads 
into and through municipalities, 
and 132 secondary r®ads under pub- 
lic works allocations. 

He said his latest reports showed 
that construction had not started 
in Alabama, Connecticut, Florida, 
Geargia, Illinois, Indiana, Ken- 
tucky, New Jersey, Pennsylvania 
and Tennessee. Contracts have 
been awarded in those states, how- 
ever, as follows: Alabama 9, Florida 
8, Indiana 10, Kentucky 13, New 
Jersey 6, and five each in Pennsyl- 
vania and Tennessee.

PILOT KILLED AS GLIDER WING 
COLLAPSES 3000 FEET IN AIR 


Craft Crashes to Ground After Being 
Cut Loose From Towing Air- 
plane in Delaware. 

WILMINGTON, Del., Oct. 6.—Ed- 
ward R. Setz, 22 ‘years old, was 
killed yesterday when the wing of 
his glider collapsed and sent the 
craft crashing into a field near 
here. The crash occurred shortly 
after the glider had been cut loose 
from a towing airplane piloted by 
Richard C. du Pont. 

Making a practice flight, Setz 
was towed to an altitude of 3000 
feet by du Pont, who last week at 
Waynesboro, Va., established a new 
American distance flight record for 
gliders.. Witnesses said the glider 
was cut loose at that height and 
Setz began attempting several ma- 
neuvers. While he was making a 
loop-the-loop, one wing tore loose 
and swung toward the pilot, appa- 
rently knocking him unconscious. 
Setz’s untouched parachute 
found in the wreckage of the glider. 

Du Pont is a son of A. Felix du 
Pont, a vice-president of the E. I. 
du Pont de Nemours & Co. Setz’s 
home was at Highland Park, Pa.

FORMER GOVERNOR FARRINGTON 
OF HAWAIIAN ISLANDS DIES 


Newspaper Publisher Was Appoint- 
ed By Harding and Re-named 
By Coolidge.

HONOLULU, Oct. 6.—Wallace 
Rider Farrington, 62 years old, for 
mer Governor of Hawali, died in a 
hospital here today. The publisher 
of the Honolulu Star-Bulletin had 
been confined to the hospital for 
several weeks following a protract- 
ed illness from heart disease which 


had kept him from active pusiness 
since the beginning of the year. 
Farrington was Governor of Ha- 
waii for two terms, being appointed 
in 1921 by President Harding and 
reappointed by President Coolidge. 
He retired at the end of eight years 
at his own request to return to 
newspaper work, which had 


oo | brought him to Hawaii in 1894. He 


was born in Orono, Me., May 3, 
1871. He came to Honolulu as 
managing editor of the Pacific 
Commercial Advertiser. In 1898 he 
became managing editor of the

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GOVERNMENT BUREAU 
GIVES PORK RECIPES 


Experiments Develop Practical 
Suggestions for Inex- 
pensive Dishes. 


A dozen good ways to serve salt 
pork are suggested by the Bureau 
of Home Economics of the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture. The 
millions of pounds of pork lately 
sold by farmers in compliance with 
the Agricultural Adjustment pro- 
gram is being cured by dry salting, 
and approximately 20 million 
pounds afe now ready for free dis- 
tribution to needy families through 
the Federal Emergency Relief Ad- 
ministration. To demonstrate eco- 
nomical uses of that meat supply, 
while at the same time producing 
appetizing dishes for the dinner 
table, the food specialists of the 
bureau “turned to” in their expert- 
mental laboratory last week. The 
recipes they produced are good not 
only for the pork that will be dis- 
tributed as relief rations, but equal- 
ly good for the salt pork you buy 
at the store. 

Salt pork has many uses. You 
can serve it fried, with milk gravy. 


Serve this with hominy and toma- 
toes or cabbage and you have a 
good full meal. Chop up the fat 
pieces and fry them till crisp, and 
you have a delicious seasoning for 
chowders, vegetables, or quick 
breads. Baked beans, as every- 
body knows, are not baked beans 
without salt pork. And salt pork, 
in crisp bits, mixed with bread- 
crumbs, makes quite another thing 
of the ordinary stuffing for pep- 
pers or tomatoes. There is noth- 
ing better than salt pork for “ton- 
ing up” starchy foods like pota- 
toes, rice, or macaroni, and the 
crisp bits are a good addition to 
scalloped dishes such as sweet po- 
tatoes and apples; cabbage and ap- 
ples; tomatoes and kidney beans, 
lentils, potatoes or hominy. 


Pork May Be Boiled. 


Good-sized pieces of lean salt 
pork—say from the shoulder—are 
good. if boiled and sliced like ham. 
Boiled, by the way, is what we call 
it, but the Bureau of Home Eco- 
nomics says really it should be 
simmered just below the boiling 
point. 

Or you can bake this kind of a 
piece—after soaking and parboil- 
ing. It needs a slow oven and a 
long time. Whether boiling or 
baking, for economy cook a big 
piece and use it for several meals. 
Leftover salt pork can be used in 
much the same ways as leftover 
ham or shoulder that is smoked. 

One thing to remember about 
salt pork is this: The salt on the 
meat is a preservative. It helps to 
keep it, and should not be washed 
off until you are ready to use that 
piece of meat. For lean salt pork, 
of course, you need to do more than 
wash off the salt. Soak it for sev- 
eral hours. If it is a big lean piece, 
and very salty, soak it overnight 
and cook it in more than one wa- 
ter. 
Here are additional salt pork sug- 
gestions—some are good one-dish 
meals: 


Fried Salt Pork With Apples. 


Cook sliced fat salt pork in water, 
drain, and fry until crisp. Use some 
of the drippings for making milk 
gravy and the rest to fry apples, or 
apples and carrots. Served with 
hot biscuit, corn bread, rice, or 
hominy, this is a good supper menu 
for a cold winter evening. 

Vegetable Chowder. 

Fry one cup diced salt pork until 
crisp and remove browned pieces 
from fat. Chop an onion fine and 
cook it in the fat. In the meantime, 
boil two cups diced raw potatoes 
and one cup each of chopped cab- 
bage, turnips, and carrots in one 
pint unsalted water. As soon as 
vegetables are tender, add one pint 
milk (fresh milk, or evaporated or 
dried milk made up with water), 
and cooked salt pork and onions. 
When heated, season to taste with 
pepper and salt if needed. 

Panned Savory Greens. 

Fry until crisp one-half cup of 
diced fat salt pork. Add two quarts 
of shredded cabbage, kale, spinach 
or other greens, cover the pan, and 
cook slowly until tender. Add pep- 
per, two tablespoons of vinegar, 
and salt if needed. 

Salt Pork Hash. 

Chop an onion and fry it in one- 
fourth cup of salt pork drippings. 
Add two cups each of chopped 
cooked lean salt pork and unsalted 
cooked whole wheat. If desired, 
add chopped green pepper or car- 
rot. Stil until heated: thoroughly. 
Or use rice or hominy in place of 
the whole wheat. 

Salt Pork Stew. 

Cut one pound of raw lean salt 
pork into small pieces, soak and 
parboil it. Cook until tender in 
one quart of water. Then add one 
pint each of diced raw potatoes, 
turnips and carrots and a little 
tyme if desired. Cook until vegeta- 
bles are tender. Thicken stew 
slightly with flour mixed with cold 
water. Season to taste with pepper 
and salt if needed. 

Salt Pork Schapple. 

Make mush of two cups of corn- 
meal and two quarts of unsalted 
water. Add two to three cups of 
chopped cooked lean salt pork. Sea- 
son with one-half teaspoon of 
rubbed sage, if desired. Pour into 
wet pans, let stand until cold and 
firm, slice and fry until brown. 

Salt Pork Sandwiches. 

Mix chopped cooked lean salt 

pork with one or more of the fol- 


lowing: Chopped _ hard-cooked 
eggs, raw cabbage, onion, cottage 
cheese or pickles. Or season the 
meat with catsup, mustard or grat- 
ed horseradish. 

Spanish Rice. 


Chop about one-half pound of 
salt pork and fry until crisp. Slice 
two onions and brown them in the 
fat. Add one quart of fresh or 
canned tomatoes and three to four 
cups of cooked rice. Season to taste 
with pepper and salt if needed. 
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SPICE CAKE 


One and three-fourths cups sifted 
cake flour. 

One and three-fourths teaspoons 
baking powder. 

One-fourth teaspoon salt. 

One-half teaspoon cinnamon. 

One-half teaspoon nutmeg. 

One-fourth teaspoon cloves. 

One-half cup sugar. 

Five tablespoons softened butter 
or other shortening. 

One-fourth cup molasses. 

Two eggs, well beaten. 

One-half cup milk. 

Sift flour once, measure, add bak. 
ing powder, salt, spices and sugar 
and sift together three times. Add 
butter and molasses. Combine eggs 


and milk and add to flour mixture, 
stirring until all flour is dampened. 
Then beat vigorously one minute. 
Bake in two greased eight-inch lay- 
er pans in moderate oven 20 to 25 
minutes. Spread frosting between 
layers and on top and sides of cake. 


Eggs and Tomatoes. 

Scoop out centers of large, firm, 
ripe tomatoes. Sprinkle tomato 
cups lightly on inside with salt 
and dot with butter. Break an egg 
into each tomato, sprinkle with 
salt, pepper and fine dry bread 
crumbs, and dot with butter. Bake 
in a moderate oven until tomato 
skins are slightly wrinkled.

Ginger Ale Salad. 

One package lemon. 

One-half cup boiling water. 

One and one-half cups ginger ale. 

Four tablespoons nut meats, fine- 
ly chopped. 

Four tablespoons celery, 
chopped. 

One tablespoon crystallized gin- 
ger, finely cut. 

One cup assorted fruits, diced 
(orange, apple, cherries, grapes or 
canned pineapple) mixed and well 
drained. 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water, 
placing it over hot water if neces- 
sary. Chill. Add ginger ale. When 
slightly thickened, fold in nuts, cel- 
ery, ginger and fruits. Turn into 
mold. Chill until firm. Unmold on 
crisp lettuce. Serve with mayon- 
naise.

EGGS HUT OR COLD 
FOR FRIDAY GUESTS 


Savory Recipes That Quite 
Transform the Old 
Standby. 


“Can you suggest a new way of 
stuffing hard cooked eggs, and a 


different way of serving them hot 
for Friday luncheons?” we are 
asked. 


EXxges stuffed with shrimp or 
crabmeat are perhaps a little out 
of the ordinary, and are certainly 
good. 

And so are eggs on rusks with 
sauce flavored with lemon. 

Eggs Maryland. 

Eight hard cooked eggs. 

Three-fourths cup mayonnaise. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
vinegar. 

One and one-half tablespoons 
water. 

One teaspoon salt. 

One-fourth teaspoon paprika. 

- One and one-fourth teaspoons dry 
mustard. 

One and one-half cups finely 
chopped celery. 

Two tablespoons chopped green 
pepper. 

Mashed egg yolks. 

One cup flaked crabmeat or 
shrimp. 

12 small crackers, finely crumbled. 

Cook eggs five to 10 minutes. Cut 
lengthwise, remove yolks and mash 
with a fork. Mix with mayonnaise, 
water, seasonings, celery, green 
pepper, cracker crumbs and crab- 


meat. Stuff into egg whites. Place 
large slice of tomato on bed of let- 
tuce, add a teaspoonful of stuffing 
and then place a stuffed egg o. 
whole. Garnish with sprig of 
parsley. 
Eggs Benedict. 

Three tablespoons butter. 

Two tablespoons flour. 

One cup water. 

One-half teaspoon salt. 

One-sixth teaspoon paprika. 

Juice of one-half lemon, 

One whole egg or yolks of two 
eges. 

Place half butter in top of double 
boiler. Add flour and blend smooth- 
ly. Add water and bring to boiling 
point, stirring constantly. When 
thickened, add seasoning and lemon 
juice and pour over beaten egg. Stir 
remaining butter into sauce, stir- 
ring constantly over hot water. 
Pour over six poached eggs on six 
rusks and serve at once. 


CRAB WITH PEPPERS 


Melt two tablespoons butter, add 
one-half green pepper shredded fine 
and stir constantly until pepper is 
softened, but do not let the butter 
or pepper brown in the least. Add 
two cups crabmeat, and stir until 
the butter is absorbed. Add a dash 
of paprika, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one and one-half cups 
cream. Let heat over hot water. 

Then stir in beaten yolk of egg, 
mixed with half cup of cream. Stir 
and let cook until the egg is set. 
Add a dash of lemon or orange 
juice. Serve on whole heated rusks.

Apple Cream Garnish.

Food Fallacies 


ROBABLY in no sphere are 
Pp there as many false ideas pass- 

ing for good as in the field of 
dietetics. 

For example, there are some who 
believe that the combination of 
starches or sugars with acid fruits 
or with meat or eggs generates al- 
cohol in the stomach, producing a 
kind of jag. 

This belief is erroneous. One can 
produce alcohol outside the body by 
the fermentation of starches or 
sugars, but no such process takes 
place in the gastro-intestinal tract. 

Some believe that soups which 
contain thickening or meat stock 
are injurious. 

However, except for the matter of 
taste, soup is soup, no matter by 
what name it is called or what it 
contains, though there may be sub- 
stantial differences in digestibility 
and nutrition values. 

Much pseudo-scientific nonsense 
has been written about the harm 
which results from combining car- 
bohydrates with proteins. 

All such stuff is essentially erro- 
neous, for in all of our natural 
foods we find practically every- 
where the triple combination of car- 
bohydrates, proteins and fats in one 
and the same article. Our daily 
bread, the very staff of life, and 
our daily potatoes, are each a pro- 
tein-starch combination. 

Much has been written about 
acid foods and alkali foods to give 
the general impression that alkali 
foods are the preferable. 


The fact is that the human body 
has as much need for acids as for 
alkalies, and just as one may suffer 
from acidosis, so, too, he may suf- 
fer from alkalosis. Furthermore, 
foods that are acid in reaction out- 
side the body, may produce an alka- 
line effect when utilized. 


Condiments such as pepper, salt, 
mustard and various sauces have 
been picked out by some for special 
abuse. Certainly, condiments are to 
be used sparingly, but to charge to 
these condiments a host of disas- 
trous diseases, running all the way 
from cancer to baldness, is to abuse 
common sense.

E days for flower lovers who are 

bringing their gardens indoors. 
Before many weeks geraniums will 
be blooming in the windows, ivy 
and philodendrum vines will be 
twined around the mantel, cactus 
plants will be peeping their heads 
over the tops of shining pots and 
ferns will be flourishing in modern 
new ferneries. 

Jack Frost is partly responsible 
for all of this autumn activity 
among the amateur gardeners. They 
are hurrying to snatch their choice 
blossoms before he arrives with his 
paint bucket and frosty paint to 
coat the flowers that have been 
blooming their proudest since the 
summer drouth has been broken. 
But another reason for this enthu- 
siastic digging in backyard gar- 
dens is that there is an increased 
interest now in cultivating plants 
for interior decoration. . 
Every type of plant that gives 
promise of thriving indoors dur- 
ing the winter months is to be en- 
couraged. Rock gardens are being 
stripped of some of their choicest 
edums. ‘ The sultana, the coleus, 

e sweet alyssum and even the pe- 
tunia are being coaxed into shel- 
tered places so that they may ra- 
diate their beauty in the home as 
well as out of doors. 

The woman who hasn’t caught 
the fever of indoor gardening will 
do so as soon as she steps into the 
St. Louis stores and discovers the 
many new suggestions for beautify- 
ing the home with growing plants. 
Departments which in former au- 
tumns displayed a few conserva- 
tive looking ferneries and a con- 
glomeration of bright colored pots 
have become showplaces of inter- 
esting and unusual merchandise. 
Style has entered into this new 
field with the result that a home- 
maker selects her flower contain- 
ers and plans her winter garden- 
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ing with the same precision that 
she does her winter costumes. 
The vogue of combining the old 
with the new which permeates all 
of the season’s fashions, whether 
pertaining to clothes or to home 
decoration, is illustrated by the 
many ideas in flower arrangement. 
Shelves, ferneries, pots and all of 
the other items necessary to the 
indoor gardening plan show the ef- 
fectiveness of using the Victorian 
quaintness with the modern bold- 
ness of design.

That would be much more satisfac- 
tory than asking questions of peo- 
ple in a round-about way. You will 
get your information first hand, and 
if there have been any changes 
made in the last year, you will learn 
about these definitely. 


Dear Mrs. Carr: 

LTHOUGH I am very young, 
Ax years old, I have a great 

desire to be a singer. But I 
do not want to be a “blues sing- 
er,” or any kind of a jazz singer; 
but an operatic singer. I have al- 
ways enjoyed singing and teachers 
of music in the schools I have at- 
tended, have always praised my 
voice. 
‘ I would like very much to take 
singing; but ny parents think that 
singing, as a profession, is not to 
be depended upon. I have been 
taking piano lessons and have sug- 
gested changing to vocal lessons, 
but ‘was not allowed to. Is there 
anything I can do to bring about 
being an operatic singer? 

PRIMA DONNA. 


You still have a little time, be- 
fore beginning to train the voice. 
Stick to your piano lessons, and 
pay strict attention to your lessons 
in diction and correct speech at 
school. Learn to read music quick- 
ly at sight, and, if possible, take 
a language, preferably Italian. 

Do not sing in choruses, or at 
any time try to sing foo high or 
strain your voice. Learn to breathe 
from the diaphragm deeply and 
build yourself up in every way you 
can, physically. You must have a 
good, strong physique, for founda- 
tion, if you expect to be a great 
artist. 


I am suggesting all this as pro- 
tection and foundation for your 
study in a year or two, with a sing- 
ing master. You can go now to 
a good singing teacher and ask if 
voice quality, range, timbre 
and quantity, promises a real op- 
eratic voice. Next year go again; 
but do not start your vocal work 


now. Wait one year, at least. 
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in the mirror. 

A similar idea is carried out by 
the book-end flower stands shown 
at lower left.

Glass and mirror shelves are dis- 
played this autumn in abundance, 
thus indicating that there is a 
trend toward emphasizing flower 
beauty by making the most of light 
reflections. Hanging shelves of 
wire that resemble very fine cord- 
ing also are interesting and novel 
as are the decorated tole shelves to 
be used for plants and for knick- 
knacks. 

The popularity of tole is a style 
highlight. Flower boxes to be 
placed on window sills and indi- 
vidual pots as well as shelves illus- 
trate this. A tendency is noted to 
get away from overworked flower 
themes in decoration of the pots. 
Those of the tole show a preference 
for scenic themes or for the wreath 
and star motifs that are typical of 
contemporary art. 


One subdued shade will be used 
exclusively with the top of the pot 
scalloped into a leaf design or 
otherwise ornamented. Decorators 
point out that this is significant of 
the trend toward permitting the 
plant to provide a maximum of 
beauty without being hampered by 
a motley display of color or design.
